2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or disclose a driver circuit for at least one light emitting diode device 
comprising, in combination with remaining features of the claims, a controlled current 
regulation circuit coupled with a controlled current flow element between the first and 
second input nodes to regulate the amount of current supplied over a first current flow 
path by the controlled current flow element to the device so as to accommodate 
variations in the value of AC or DC voltage source (claim 1); a method of controlling 
application of electrical energy to at least one light emitting diode device comprising the 
steps of providing a current regulation path between an input rectifying diode and a path 
through which a voltage source is coupled to a load, and causing current regulation path 
to regulate current flowing through a current supply path to the device in accordance 
with the voltage sensed across a sense resistor (claim 4); a drive circuit in which the 
reduction in the base bias of the LED current supply transistor and the resulting 
reduction in current flow through the collector-emitter path of the LED current supply 
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transistor reduce current flow through the LED and a sense resistor so as to regulate 
current through the LED over a range of input voltage (claim 7).
